court to rehear its dissolution suit 
against the U. S. Steel corporation. 


The suit recently was 
decided 


against the government by a vote 
of four to three with two members 
of the court abstaining from par- 
ticipation. 
Action on the motion 


will be taken later! 


Counsel for the government said 


the steel case '"would seem to fall 
within the Reading case" which was 
decided in the .government's favor 
last Monday and that "the holding 
of the steel corporation to be a lejal 
/combination under tbe anti-trast 
act would appear to conflict with, 
the conchisions expressed in that 
and other-dec)"sions." 
•''''While tnW case has been argued 
twice," the ' government continued, 
"yet a senile of ofiicial duty, a be- 
lief that the principal point involv- 
ed is realty not decided by tbe ma- 
jority opinion and would require a 
reversal. 


According to the government, the 


court's opinion failed to determine 
the question whether the corpora- 
tion was a combination in restraint 
of trade. 
The government, 
said, 


icwever, that apparently "the opin- 
ion did concede that a crime was 
committed by the perpetrators o£ 
the steel corporation." 


Permit Trust to Continue. 


"The criminal combination," the 


motions continued, "is permitted to 
continue however, because 
mere 


size is not a violation of law, it did 
not achieve a 100 per cent mono- 
poly; it did r.ot -oppress competit- • 
ors; several attorneys general fail- 
ed 'to file suit; dissolution involves 
a risk of injury to the public inter- 
est.

JASTROW GIYES 
COLD SHOULDER 
TO SEANCE BID 


Says Science is No Sport to 


Be Run in Challenge

fore the Detroit University club.

Jastrow as'saying that "spiritual-

plained by an ordinary freshman _or 
an extraordinary senior in 15 min- 
utes." The challenge demanded that 
if the invitation were not accepted 
the statement should be retracted. 
Professor Jastrow, in his reply ad- 
dressed to The Detroit Free Press, 
refused either to attend the seances 
or to retract any statements made 
in his lecture. 


Asks Authenticity 


He called attention to the fact 


that the latest thing that a person 
who objected to the statement as 
published 
could do 
was first to 


verify the authenticity of the re- 
port. He pointed out that such' an 
investigation would

Abstinence Creates Unrest 
"!t is a fact that total abstinence 


has created much unrest among our 
people. The working classes de- 
mand their beer, and the same may 
be said of a large percentage of our 
agricultural people. 


"I should state, in that connec- 


tion, that this unrest is not entirely 
due to the fact that tho people are 
denied the right to have beer. The 
closing of the saloon and beer gar- 
dens has destroyed much of their 
former social life. Nothing has been 
substituted to take its place and the 
\vorkirig man finds no place to go to 
meet his companions' or to devote 
his leisure hours to the amusements 
that he was pleased to engage in. 


"Thero is another side to the 


question which causes much resent- 
ment. There is a general feeling 
tbat the government has, gone too 


far In interfering with the salo of 
drink* of 
low alcoholic content 


which c«n hardly be said rto be in- 
tojdcatmg. I -have reference partic- 
ularly to beer of less than 3 per 
cent alcoholic content by weight. 


"Tho average American is' willing 


to be regulated to an extent that is 
necessary for the general good, but 
he does not want Ins government to 
interfere with his. habits that he 
does not regard injurious to himself 
or to others. In other words, 
he 


wishes to preserve his American 
freedom in the full meaning of-the 
term. • 
- 
- • 


Some Crimes Decrease 


"In reply to your question in. re- 
gird to the effect that prohibition 
hae upon crime, our prison records 
discloae the 
following .facts: The 


number of short term prisoners has 
decreased; tbat ia due to the fact 
that we no longer have, the drunk 
and disorderly with the usual.30 to 
60 day term, nor do we have the 
crimes that were associated with 
drunkenness. 
There has, however, 


b«en no decrease in the number of 
real criminals—in fact, it looks now 
as if we have a larger number of 
burglars, forgers and other .crimin- 
als of a serious type. 


"In the light of our experience I 


feel that I am giving absolute pro- 
Mbition the benefit of all that it is 
worth when I say that the abolition 
of strong drinks is a general public 
good, and the continuance of drinks 
of low alcoholic content is a public 
necessity and will accomplish ail 
that the prohibitionist should wish. 


"It should require 
no argument 


to prove that people's appetites can- 
not be regulated by law, and when- 
Aver there is a strong sentiment for 
alcoholic drinks, the people will in 
some way 
secure them. If they 


cannot purchase it, they will manu- 
facture 
it themselves. 
Therefore 


the law can be successfully 
only 'in spots where there is a 
strong public sentiment for it. Thus 
far the strict enforcement of prohi- 
bitory laws has been successful only 
in such sections."

SOCIAE UNREST 


jX THE realm of physics, we hear about The Law of Causation. 


Is there sucih a law that operates in our social relations as 


well? We have in society today the phenonrena of unrest, af- 
fecting not only the producing classes,—laborers and farmers— 
but some professional people as well: What are- the causes of 
this unrest and growing resentment? , 


A book just published by the Rockefeller Foundation Asso- 


ciation, title of which is Justice and the Poor written by a well 
knowp 'lawyer «f Boston with a fore word 'by Elihu Root, has 
this to say about the administration of justice in America, its 
"denial and the effect it has in sowing seeds of anarchy. 


The'Administration.of American justice is not 


impartial. The rich and the poor do not stand on an 
equality-before the law, the traditional method of pro- 
viding justice has operated to close -the doors of the 
courts to the poor, and. has caused a gross denial of 
justice in all parts of the country to millions of poor 
persons. 


The majority of our judges and lawyers view the 


situation with indifference. They fail to see behind 
the denial of justice, the suffering and tragedy it 
causes, the havoc it plays in individual lives, and ita 
influence in retarding our Americanization program.' 


The effects of this denial of justice are far reach- 


ing. Nothing ranldes more in the human heart, than 
the feeling of injustice. It produces a sense of help- 
lessness, then bitterness. It is.brooded over. It leads 
directly to contempt for law, disloyalty to the govern- 
ment, and plants the seed of anarchy. The conviction 
grows that law is not justice, and challenges the belief 
that justice is best secured when administered accord- 
ing to the law. 
Can life term judges .sentence poor people to the peniten- 


tiary for terms of from 5 to 20 year^ for a violation of the .es- 
pionage act—"a law'whose constitutionality is in question." 
Can the attorney general condone the offenses of the Packers, 
who for long years; are believed to have been flagrant •violators 
of law? Can a minority of the Supreme Court release the Steel 
Trust? of which the dissenting opinion pf the same court says 
"It has been guilty of open notorious and continued violation of 
the law." 
Can the country be terrorized, newspapers suppress- 


ed, public meetings broken up, the country filled with spies, jus- 
tice delayed, or denied to the poor and helpless, and not breed 
resentment and social unrest? 


For these reasons and others of a similar nature, we have 


for .the first time in our history, a dangerous situation in Amer- 
ica. United States Senator France, in an address in the Senate, 
recently said:

Why is it so high? 
Profiteering. 


A firm of trust promoters of .Philadelphia recently sent out 


. Jetters soliciting investments in the debenture bonds of a 
sugar corporation. The corporation was declared to be the larg- 
est single producer of raw sugar in the world. Its output is in 
excess of one-seventh of the wtire production of the island of 


; Cuba. The company was organized in 1915. 
The company's 


operating profits are a little'less than 510,000,000 per year, after 
taxes are pajd. 


The bonds pay seven per cent interest. And the letters say 


that the profits of the concern are 5.71 times as much the an- 
nual interest on the bonds.. Figure it out for yourself. We 
make it 37.97. Near enough to call it 40 per cent. 


Such a profit would have been incredible a few years ago, 


but instances of profiteering are now constantly being brought 
to light, which makes the 40 per cent profit in sugar seem small. 


Senator Capper last Friday read in the senate a long list 


of corporations whose profiteering yielded them from 20 to 200 
per cent per year on their investment, white he cited the Stan- 
dard Oil Company of Indiana which recently gave its stock- 
holders a stock dividend (untaxed) of 2,900 per cent. 


By a law passed last winter relating particularly to sugar 


we were assured too by the administration that Attorney Gen- 
i-ral Palmer was fully empowered to deal with sugar profiteer- 
ing.
